Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The current rejection does not disclose the limitations of altering the 
rules of the game by adding an additional feature to the game. Primary Examiner Corbett Coburn noted that there are 
prior art that teaches players altering game play with cash, such as providing a wild symbol to the game. There are 
also art that teaches player trading in comps or promotional awards for cash. Examiner contends it would be obvious 
to combine the two teachings to provide a predictable result .
